To the fountain head of the wor- 
ship of great ancestress, Amater- 
asu Omikami, the sun goddess, 
Hirohito, newly cnthrowned em- 
peror of..Japan, journeyed today to 
worship again in the presence of 
the spirt of this diety from whom 
he and his 123 predecessors are be- 
lieved to have descended,. 


Accompanied by members of the 
imperial family and by officers of 
his court, the emperor made the 
short journey from Koyoto this 
morning nto the twin villages of 
Uji-Yamada, In the ancient pro- 
vince of Ise (pronounced ee-say) 
near where the sun goddess' shriue 
is. 


Imperial vUHs to the Ise Shrines 
are 
rare, coming only once in 
the lifetime of each sovereign, at 
his enthronement. On other oc- 
casions of national import, such as 
the outbreak, of war, notable vic- 
tories on land or sea. The birth 
or death of members.of the imper- 
ial family, imperial messengers are 
sent to' the sun goddess' shrine to 
appraise her of what has come

Dr. William J. Mayo, the 


fa.mous surgeon, has ven- 
tured an explanation for the 
paucity of country doctors 
and the dependence small 
communities place in un- 
trained practitioners wedded 
to cult or dependent on ap 
peal to the emotions. 


He believes this situation 


is largely a product of in- 
crease in the cost of medical 
education, on the one hand, 
and of efforts to raise the 
standard of the profession 
on the other. Some medical 
schools have found it neces- 
sary to close their doors and 
other schools rigidly restrict 
'-their enrollment.- 


With the determination of 


the medical profession to 
close its doors to all except 
,'the fit there will be, of 
course, general approval. 
But if in eliminating from 
the profession those who 
.might reasonably give a 
good account of themselves 
it is crating a condition fa- 
vorable to irregular practi- 
-tioners and leaving whole 
communities without proper 
medical service, it is doing 
the country a disservice, and 
by indirection favoring the 
group which it seeks first of 
•all to eliminate.

country doctor was not as 


• ^learned in his profession as 
•/"'the city specialist of today, 


he performed a public ser- 
vice no less noble and im- 


"-' nortant. Certainly, no mem-

THE INTERLOCKING 


WORLD. 


Since the rapid develop- 


ment of modern methods of 
communication and trans- 
portation the world 
has 


shrunk so that, with the peo- 
ple of the earth continually 
growing larger one nation, 
be it ever so small and ap- 
parently insiginificant, can- 
not turn over, nor squirm, 
nor stretch, nor jounce out 
an elbow without jostling 
the other nations. Indeed, 
the interlocking 
relations 


have become such a mazy 
network that it is not.mere- 
ly the adjacent nations on 
all sides which are affected 
by movement or movements 
of any given nation. But if 
one nation progresses, if it 
retrogrades, if it trembles 
with a convulsion, or ex- 
pands with an effort or a de- 
velopment of any kind, all 
other nations, nearby and 
remote—even to the utter- 
most parts pf the earth—are 
affected. 


If one country were the 


sole producer or source of 
one necessary 
commodity 


and some disaster should 
reduce that production to 
nothing or wipe out that 
source, when the distributed 
supply in other lands should 
become exhausted the world 
would be affected in busi- 
ness and in living conditions 
by the famine in that one 
commodity. 


And the same principle 


applies to nearly all articles 
pf trade: Drought in areis 
in Asia has its effect on 
American business; a strike 
in England has its effect up- 
on business in South Ameri- 
ca; legislation touching cer- 
tain lines in America will 
mean much to Australia. 
The nations cannot live un- 
to themselves—even in busi- 
ness. And through other in- 
terests the same principle 
holds with perhaps 
less 


tangible grip but with no 
less certainty of the fact. 
This is a world of people of 
one race of humanity—an 
ever-shrinking 
world 
as 


measured by natural or in- 
visible ties that bind the 
tribes of men Jogether.

officers of the steamer Ves 
t r i s pictured in haltin_ 
phrases from the witnes 
stand today the nightman 
hours that preceded the ves 
sel's sinking off the Virginia 
Capes last Monday with the 
loss of more than 100 lives 


Both men, First Officer Frank 
Johnson and Chief Engineer James 
Adams told of sea water pouring 
through doors in the side of the 
ship that could not be tightened 
of loosened cargo crashing through 
wooden bulkheads, and the ship 
slowly turning over on Its side like 
a wounded whale. 
Yet Johnson 
said 
he did not 


know what made the ship sink and 
Adams told of reporting to 
the 
captain three hours before the Ves- 
tris foundered that he thought he 
could keep her afloat indefinitely 
Both men spoke in voices scarce- 


ly above a whisper as they told of 
the sinking and the scenes when 
passengers and crew were taking 
to the lifeboats, which other wit- 
nesses, have testified were improp- 
erly equipped and leaked through 
'the sams. 


After Johnson and Adams were 
excused the third session of 
the 
inquiry before United States Com- 
missioner Francis O'Neill was ad- 
journed until Tuesday.

York, Nov. 17.—(W-rFrank Johnson, 
a wind-browned wisp of a man whc 
was promoted to be first officer of

SUCCESS NEAR FUR 


STATElp ISSUE 


PLAN FOR BUILDING STATE 


HIGHWAYS ON TEN YEAR 


PLAN EXPLAINED 


HOUSTON, Nov. 19.—Omens of 
success for his proposal of a $350,- 
TDO.OOO state road bond Issue, to be 
ripent over a period of 10 years, are 
seen by R. S. Sterling, chairman of 
the state highway commission, in 
the passage of simillar bond issues 
by four other states in the Novem- 
ber 6 general election. 


The people of Iowa, by popular 
vote .authorized 
the issuance of 


.$100,000,000 of bonds to complete 
their state road system. Missouri 
voted a $75,000,000 highway bond 
issue, its third since 1916. Penn- 
sylvania voted $50,000,000 and oLu- 
siana $50,000,000. 
^ 
"Most of the progressive states," 


™ declares Mr. Sterling, "are adopt- 
ing the 'pay as you ride' plan, via 
the state bond Issue route, as the 
best possible method 
of 
getting 
their roads paved quickly. Texas, 
too, 
must come to it, if she is to 
take full advantage of her opportu- 
nities." 
As indication of the 
growing 
popularity of state bond issues, at 
a means of financing state high- 
way 
building, Mr. Sterling ' has 


pointed out that 24 states had pass- 
ed bond issues for that purpose; 
prior to the 
recent presidential 
election. 
Last year eight states 


adopted them, and Georgia, West 
Virginia and others are planning 
to "pay as they ride." 
With the national campaign out 


of the way, the decks are cleared 
for consideration of Texas highway 
development, which will 
be 
*no 
most important issuei oeforj 1be 
state legislature e-arly next year. 
Selection of Governor Mood's citi- 
zens committee, one member by the 
lawmakers of each senatorial dis- 
trict, has 
been completed. The 


committee will bo convened soon 
to work out. or adont a program 
and a policy of state road financ- 
ing, for recommendation to the leg- 
islature. Among the various solu- 
tions of the highway problem that 
have been proposed, Mr. Sterling's 
has attacted the most •widespread 
attention. 
Mr. Sterling has suggested a 10- 
year program of construction, to he 
financed by a state road bond issue 
of 15350,000,000, secured by the gaso- 
line tax, with refund 
of money 


paid by counties for state road con- 
struction- The refunds to be used 
by the counties for building later- 
al roads. The bond issue would 
be sold and the money spent in an- 
nual installments as required. 
Under this program, the high- 
way chairman asserts, thej state 
system of roads can be virtually 
completed, within a 
decade, "so 
that this generation can enjoy ther 
benefits." And he says this can bo 
done at actually less ultimate ex- 
pense to the people than the toads

able products, such 
as kerosene,

"We are thus enabled," he said, 
"to adapt the process to the fluctu- 
ations of. the market," 
"At present/' said Dr. Krauch, 
"We have reached at our Leuna 
plant an annual production of 70,- 
000 tons of gasoline, of which 40,- 
000'tons are obtained from coal. At
